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In an effort to expel archimandrite Aleksandr (Alexis) Dekhterev from 
Egypt, Bimbashi Izzat, Inspector of the European Bureau of the Alexandria 
Governate, on 26 September 1918 booked a passage for the prelate on the 
BEREZINE, sailing from Alexandria to the USSR. 


After consultation with the shipts captain and the Soviet Legation in Cairo, 
the shipping agents, Moss and Company in Alexandria, told Izzat that 

the Legation would not authorize the captain to take Dekhterev (who holds 

a Soviet passport) aboard the vessel, Izzat then requested permission 

from his superiors to use police action to force Dekhterev to leave. 

He was informed that Dekhterev was to be kept under "surveillance" with 

a view toward expelling him at a more "opportune time."
